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INTRODUCTION 


This  history  has  come  into  being  as  the  result  of  a  request  made  of  me  in  1946 
by  my  cousin  Elizabeth  Appleby  Sutherlin.  She  asked  that  I  give  her  all  the 
information  that  I  had  on  the  Sheridan  family.  I  became  interested  and  have 
been  gathering  such  information  ever  since.  To  her  I  am  grateful,  for  the  pro- 
jeot  has  given  me  many  hours  of  pleasure  and  many  interesting  contacts. 

Also  my  sincere  thanks  are  due  the  many  members  of  my  family  who  have  shared 
so  generously  the  particular  information  they  possessed.  I  wish  especially 
to  thank  my  cousins,  Minnie  Sheridan  Thomas  of  Ridgefield,  Wash*,  and  Ora  F. * 
Merrill  of  Twin  Falls,  Idaho.  They  have  helped  me  so  much  with  the  history  of 
the  early  members  of  the  family. 

The  numbering  used  to  identify  individuals  is  a  decimal  system,  Bimple,  I  think, 
when  understood  and  very  useful  since  it  shows  the  generation  to  which  a  member 
of  the  family  belongs  and  also  indicates  the  relationships  among  the  members. 

The  system  may  be  explained  as  follows:  the  first  member  of  the  family  of  whom 
we  have  knowledge,  Andrew  Sheridan,  has  been  assigned  number  1.  His  children 
are  given  numbers  1*1,  1*2,  1,3  etc.  Their  children  are  given  numbers  1,11, 
1.12,  1.21,  122,  1.31,  1.32  etc.  It  should  be  explained  that  there  are  some 
members  of  the  family  about  whom  we  have  very  little  information  yet  it  is  de¬ 
sired  to  include  them  and  give  whatever  information  is  available.  These  persons 
are  not  usually  assigned  numbers,  as  for  instance  James  Sheridan,  page  2.  Also 
sometimes  children  are  included  in  a  paragraph  with  their  patents  and  no  numbers 
assigned  them,  as  for  instance  Ed  and  Helen  Sheridan,  page  3.

I  have  in  all  cases  cited  my  authority  for  the  information  given.  The  small 
letters  used  are  references  to  the  various  authorities  which  are  listed  at  the 
end  of  each  chapter.  Much  use  has  been  made  of  census  records  in  the  National 
Archives  in  Washington,  D.C.,  also  cemetery  and  tombstone  records,  court  records 
Bible  records  and  newspaper  clippings.  Much  information  has  been  secured  from 
members  of  the  family.  Sometimes  family  tradition  has  been  used  but  in  all 
cases  it  has  been  so  labelled.  I  have  personal  knowledge  of  many  of  the  indi¬ 
viduals  in  Chapter  I  and  of  practically  all  in  Chapter  II. 

I  realize  this  history  is  not  complete  and  that  from  time  to  time  additional 
information  may  be  obtained.  To  cover  this,  supplements  or  revised  pages  will 
be  issued  as  advisable. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  this  is  written  as  a  family  history  rather  than 
as  a  genealogy.  I  have  numbered  so  as  to  keep  families  not  generations  together 
If  the  history  should  ever  be  published  the  material  should  be  rearranged  by 
generations,  a  generally  accepted  practioe  among  genealogists.

Andrew  Sheridan 


1.  Andrew  Sheridan  was  born  July  10,  1789,  died  September  30,  1852  at  the 
iarm  home  northeast  of  Moran,  Ind.  and  is  buried  in  the  Chaney  Cemetery, 
a  country  cemetery,  one  and  a  half  miles  east  of  Moran. a 

According  to  family  tradition  his  parents,  Christian  names  not  known,  left 
Ireland,  County  Cork,  early  in  the  year  1789  and  about  six  months  later 
arrived  in  New  York  City.  Either  on  the  way  or  soon  after  their  arrival 

b?r?i!  J!Lfamily  al^ys  thought  he  was  probably  born  in  New 
York  Cloy  but  the  1850  census  record  of  Clinton  Co.,  Ind.  gives  his  birth- 

llTsentSf?eTlYlVBllia\A  Either  could  be  c°rrect  but  there  seems  no  way  at 
present  to  determine  which  is.  At  least  the  family  tradition  goes  on  to 

say  that  at  tne  age  of  nine  he  was  placed  as  a  "Bound  Boy"  with  a  Catholic 
family  to  learn  the  leather  business.  They  lived  in  Pennsylvania  and  it 
is  presume a  he  stayed  with  them  till  he  was  21  years  old.  He  became  a 

traveling  shoemaker,  going  from  place  to  place  with  his  wagon  of  tools 

making  shoes .for  the  various  families  as  they  needed  them.  It  is  also'said 
that  he  carried  his  jug  as  a  regular  part  of  his  equipment  and  often  took 
more  than  was  good  for  him.  Such  was  the  life  he  lived  even  after  his 
marriage.  His  wife  was  left  at  home  to  care  for  the  farm  and  bring  up  the 

children.  As  will  be  seen,  she  did  her  work  well.0 

On  April  24,  1817  in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  Andrew  Sheridan  married  Jemima 
Periine.  The  officiating  minister  was  Rev.  David  Layman.  This  is  con¬ 
fined  by  the  court  record  at  Hamilton,  Ohio  though  there  Jemima's  sur- 
name  is  given  as  Prince  instead  of  Perrine.  Andrew  and  Jemima  remained 

Tn  E^lQr  Rel}y  Township  until  1835.  In  that  year  they  moved  to 

Indiana  settling  south  of  the  then  small  village  of  PTa.nW’rrrt . 

they  bought  rights  to  a  farm  one  mile  east  and  a  half  mile  north  of  Moras*. 

Th!I’^th0y  Spent  bhe  rest  of  their  lives.  Two  of  Jemima’s  brothers,  James 
and  Abner  D.  Perrine,  came  to  Indiana  about  the  time  the  Sheridans’  came 

and  they  too  settled  in  Clinton  County  but  further  east,  in  Kirklin  Town¬ 
ship.  c 


Jemima  Perrine  Sheridan  was  born  on  December  20,  1799  in  Butler  County, 
Ohio,  died  at  the  farm  home  near  Moran  on  January  20,  1873,  and  is  buried 
in  the  Chaney  Cemetery.  Her  family  is  believed  to  have  come  from  Now 
Jersey.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  census  records  of  Clinton 
County  give  the  birthplace  of  James,  her  older  brother,  as  Now  Jersey. 
a,b ,c . 


Jomima  seems  to  have  boon  a  truly  remarkable  woman.  For  fifty  years  she 
was  a  consistent  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  The  first 
school  house  built  in  the  neighborhood  was  east  of  Moran  and  about  a  mile 
from  her  home.  The  religious  meetings  were  held  in  the  school  house  and 
once  a  week  she  would  walk  that  mile  through  a  thickly  wooded  area  where 
a  lantern  was  a  necessity  in  order  to  attend  prayer  meeting.  The  minister. 
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so  her  grejidaughtor  Minnie  Thomas  says,  would  be  waiting  for  her  and  would 
"SUy:  ’Veil  Sister  Sheridan,  we  could  not  start  until  you  got  hero  to  start 
the  singing."  "Always  a  friend  to  the  distressed  and  needy,  a  kind  and 
agreeable  neighbor,  a  loving  and  tender  mother,  she  early  taught  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  religion  to  her  children."  She  must  have  taught  well,  for  one  of 
her  sons  and  several  grandsons  became  Methodist  ministers :  Andrew  J.  and 
bilbur  F.  Sheridan,  William  C.  and  Hadian  H»  Appleby,  and  Ora  Merrill,  a 
great  grandson;  and  Catherine  Merrill,  a  great  grandaughter  was  a  Methodist 
deaconess.  There  were  also  teachers,  writers  and  outstanding  church  workers 
in  the  family.  She  had  to  bring  up  her  family  almost  alone  since  her  hus¬ 
band  was  away  most  of  the  time. 

The  story  is  told  by  her  grandaughter  Minnie  Thomas  that.  one  time  sho 
killed  a  rattle  snake  with  a  fence  rail.  It  was  big,  with  20  or  21  rat¬ 
tles.  Her  feat  was  written  up  in  the  paper  and  for  some  time  the  clipping 
was  kept  in  the  clock.  Minnie  says  that  as  a  child,  she  was,  because  of 
this,  almost  afraid  to  go  near  the  clock. 

Jemima  also  believed  in  signs  and  warnings,  as  many  of  her  generation  did. 
The  story  is  told,  also  by  her  grandaughter  Minnie  Thomas,  that  when  her 
son  James  was  sick,  she  went  into  the  room  where  he  lay.  7/hen  she  came  out 
she  said  James  was  going  to  die  for  when  she  went  to  him  there  was  a  flash 
of  light  that  brightened  up  the  whole  corner.  He  did  die  voi*y  soon.  '  .

On  August  11,  1904  she  married  Ellsworth  Sidney  Imes  at  Ouray,  Colo.  They 
lived  in  Coeur  d’Alene,  Ida.  and  Spokane,  Wash.  They  had  four  ohildren:

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I  remember  the  Merrill  family  well,  and  knew  them  better  than  most  of  my 
father’s  cousins.  They  lived  in  Greencastle,  Ind.,  when  we  did  and  it  was 
always  a  treat  to  be  allowed  to  go  to  cousin  Lennie’s.  Floss  and  I  were 
children  and  though  she  was  older  than  I,  she  was  always  so  willing  to  play 
with  me.  I  thought  she  was  wonderful.  Visiting  Greencastle  in  1947,  I  tried 
unsuccessfully  to  locate  the  house  where  the  Merrill’s  used  to  live.  This 
was  of  course  not  surprising  since  so  long  a  time  had  elapsed. 

James  Sheridan  was  born  in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  probably  about  1820,  died 
about  1840  and  is  buried  south  of  Frankfort,  Ind.  I  have  been  told  that  he 
died  when  in  his  teens,  and  from  the  records  we  have  of  the  family  this 
appears  approximately  correct.  c,  e

and  successful  preachers  that  ever  served  the  church  in  the  Northwest  Ind¬ 
iana  Conference."

Merrill.  She  was  born  October  19,  1828,  died  February  17,  1897,  is  buried 
at  Rossville.

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1.36  Wilbur  Fletcher  Shoridan  wao  born  at  Rossville,-  Ind.,  in  a  Methodist 
parsonage  on  December  5,  1863  and  died  in  a  Chicago  hospital  on  March  10, 
1920.  The  funeral  was  held  at  Groencastle,  Ind.,  and  he  is  buried  at 
Ludington,  Mich.  In  June  1893  he  married  Effie  LaMar  at  Richmond,  Ind.1,1 

He  was  a  graduate  of  DePauw  University  and  of  Boston  Theological  Seminary, 
and  received  his  doctorate  from  DePauw.  He  was  a  widely  known  and  very 
successful  Methodist  minister,  serving  large  churches  in  Baltimore,  Kansas 
City,  Detroit,  Louisville,  Indianapolis  and  others.  His  especial  interest 
was  the  Epworth  League  and  he  did  wonderful  work  in  that  field.  He  wrote 
many  helpful  articlos  for  the  Methodist  church  papers  as  well  as  books  on 
religious  subjects.  I  remember  him  very  well.  As  I  was  growing  up  he  was 
often  in  our  home  and  it  was  always  a  joy  to  have  him  come.  He  talked  so

Her  children  all  adored  her  to 
an  unusual  degree,  nor  was  any  sacrifice  too  great  for  her  to  make  to  advance 
the  interests  of  her  children.

Jackson  Douglass  was  listed  as  a 
merchant.  *  g  Another  sister  of  Francis  George  Lee  II,  Margaret  Ann,  married 
John  Sheridan,  a  brother  of  Catharine,  see  Chapter  I,  #1.1. 

pi  an  old  scrapbook  kept  by  Aunt  Jen  Cox  and  now  with  Pauline  Cox  Marshall,  there 
is  an  item  about  the  death  of  Isabelle  Lee,  wife  of  Thomas  Lee.  It  says  that 
he  was  born  in  Cumberland  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  that  they  were  married  Jan¬ 
uary  7,  1852.  it  also  mentions  a  sister  in  Frankfort,  Mrs.  Jackson  Douglass. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  Thomas  Lee  was  a  brother  of  Francis  George  Lee  II. 

A  William  F.  Lee,  wife  Lucinda,  was  listed  in  the  Clinton  County  census  of  1860 
as  born  in  Pennsylvania,  aged  40  and  thus  born  about  1820  and  probably  was  a 
brother  of  Francis  George  Lee  II.  He  was  a  farmer  and  had  four  children: 

William  H.,  Charles  W.,  John  F.,  and  Robert  F.S 
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A  Sarah  Leo  was  found  in  the  Clinton  County  census  of  1040  and  of  1850.  She 
was  listed  as  born  in  Pennsylvania  and  as  age  60  and  so  born  about  1790.  She 
could  be  a  part  of  this  Lee  family. 6 

On  July  9 |  1849,  at  Frankfort,  Ind.,  Catharine  Sheridan  was  married  again, 
this  time  to  Denton  Hammond  Appleby,  who  was  born  at  Union  Mills,  Md«,  on  May 
2,  1817,  the  son  of  William  and  Rebecca  Barry  Appleby.  Denton  was  a  skilled 
textile  worker  as  was  his  father  and  several  others  of  his  family.  His  par¬ 
ticular  line  was  the  manufacture  of  woolen  goods,  cloth,  blankets,  mittens 
and  various  other  articles  of  clothing.  Those  were  the  days  when  streams  were 
larger  and  water  power  was  abundant.  Consequently  we  find  him  at  factories 
alon^  suc^i  streams.  Ho  came  to  Indiana  with  his  first  wife  who  was  Mildred  * 
Seffens •  ‘For  further  details  regarding  him  and  his  family  see  the  William 
Appleby  Family  History,  a  co£y  of  which  has  been  furnished  to  the  Genealogical 
Section  of  the  Indiana  State  Library,  Indianapolis,  Ind.  and  to  the  D.  A.  R. 
Library,  Washington,  D.C. 

'/e  have  been  told  by  the  older  members  of  the  family  that  this  was  not  a  Very 
happy  marriage  for  Catharine.  For  one  thing,  they  moved  about  too  much,  as 
can  be  seen  from  the  birthplaces  of  their  children.  Catharine  finally  grew 
tired  of  it  and  in  the  late  1860’s  bought  a  house  in  Rossville  with  money  left 
her  by  her  father.  Thereafter  she  refused  to  move  anymore.  The  house  is 
opposite  the  present  school  building  and  in  1949  was  still  standing  about  as 
it  was  years  ago.  Leona  Appleby  and  Bertha  Cox  have  both  pointed  it  out  to  ran. 
It  has  an  additional  interest  for  me,  since  it  is  my  own  birthplace.

Nancy, 
I  am  told  by  those  who  remember  her,  was  a  fine  and  very  tiny  Quaker  lady  with 
sandy  complexion.  Uncle  Doc  resembled  her.** 

Uncle  Doc  was  a  First  Lieutenant  in  the  Civil  War,  Union  Army,  Co.  B,  120th 
Infantry,  serving  from  the  fall  of  1863  to  January  8,  1866  when  he  was  muster¬ 
ed  out  at  Raleigh,  -N .  C  •  While  he  was  away  in  the  army  Aunt  Jen  lived  with 
her  mother  and  stepfather  at  Cox’s  Factory  out  northeast  of  Darlington.  Some¬ 
time  after  he  came  back,  they  went  to  live  on  the  farm  three  miles  west  of 
Darlington  that  had  been  staked  out  and  purchased  from  the  Government  by  his 
grandfather,  William  Cox,  in  1828.  They  built  the  house  which  still  stands,  - 
though  remodeled  slightly. 

I  have  been  to  this  home  many,  many  times.  Going  to  Aunt  Jen’s  was  like  going 
to  one’s  grandmother’s.  She  was  an  older  sister  and  like  a  mother  to  my 
father  and  his  brothers  and  sisters.  They  all  adored  her.  As  Uncle  Madian 
once  so  aptly  expressed  it j  "That  farm  hofae  has  a  strange  charm  for  me". 

Again  in  Byron  E.  Cox's  obituary  occurred  this  statement:  "Much  sentiment  is 
attached  by  members  of  the  whole  family  to  the  home  place" .  Pictures  of  it 
are  in  the  Appleby-Sheridan  Scrapbook.  So  many  happy  memories  come  as  I  think 
of  Aunt  Jen,  her  family  and  her  home.  It  was  always  a  joy  to  be  there.  I 
grew  up  knowing  this  family  well  and  loving  them  dearly*  In  1902,  Aunt  Jen 
and  Uncle  Doc  left  the  farm  and  moved  to  Darlington.

"In  his  younger  days  he  was  a  school  teacher  and  carpentei 

winter  and  working  at  the  carpenter’s  trade  in  the  summer.  While  engaged  in 
this  trade  at  Rossville,  Ind.,  he  met  with  a  severe  accident  which  incapaci¬ 
tated  him  for  a  year  and  resulted  in  permanent  lameness.  All  these  years  he 
had  felt  a  call  to  the  ministry  but  had  not  heeded  it.  Not  long  after  recover¬ 
ing  from  his  accident  ho  entered  the  School  of  Theology  of  DePauw  University 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1895.  He  then  entered  the  ministry.  He  had  a 
rich  Methodist  inheritance  from  his  father  and  mother  and  was  early  impelled 
towards  the  Christian  ministry.  His  mother’s  brother,  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Sheridan, 
was  one  of  the  most  faithful  and  successful  preachers  that  ever  served  in  the 
Northwest  Indiana  Conference.  Rev.  Appleby  entered  the  Northwest  Indiana  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  1893  and  served  the  following 
charges:  Flackville,  Marshall,  Catlin,  Coatesville,  Lochiel,  Montezuma,  New¬ 
port,  Francis ville,  NewtcWn,  Lizton,  Pine  Village,  and  Montmorenci." 


These  quotations  are  from  newspaper  articles  reporting  his  death.  These  and 
others  are  to  bo  found  complete  in  the  Appleby-Sheridan  Scrapbook.  The  most 
beautiful  tribute  of  all  was  the  obituary  prepared  by  his  brother  Madian  for 
reading  at  his  funeral.  That,  in  Uncle  Madian’ s  handwriting,  is  also  to  be 
found  in  the  Scrapbook.  It  is  much  too  long  to  be  quoted  here  except  briefly: 
"His  religious  life  was  not  demonstrative  but  deep  and  steadfast.  His  appoint¬ 
ments  Were  usually  to  difficult  and  unpromising  fields  but  he  accepted  his  task 
with  an  uncomplaining  spirit  and  a  beautiful  devotion.  He  preserved  his  soul 

from  bitterness  by  keepint  it  in  the  sunlight  of  the  divine  presence  . 

Greater  men  there  were,  but  a  better  man  few  ever  have  the  privilege  of  know¬ 
ing." 

He  was  my  father  and  no  words  of  mine  could  ever  express  my  love  for  him  or 
my  appreciation  of  his  gentleness  and  understanding  and  his  patient  untiring 
effort  in  the  face  of  difficulties  that  would  have  been  the  despair  of  a  man 
less  strong.  No  finer  home  could  ever  be  had  than  a  Methodist  parsonage  and 
if  I  could,  I  would  not  exchange  my  home  and  my  heritage  for  any  other  in  all 
the  world.  We  had  very  little  of  this  world’s  goods  but  we  had  riches  that 
money  could  not  buy. 

On  February  2,  1887,  ho  marriod  Nancy  Alice  Conrad  at  tho  Conrad  farm  six  miles 
north  of  Darlington,  Ind.  whore  also  she  was  born  on  Decombor  22,  1860.  She 
died  at  Penney  Farms,  Florida  on  June  17,  1936  and  is  buried  at  Darlington 
beside  her  husband  and  son.  I  am  preparing  a  booklet  similar  to  this  one  on 
tho  Joseph  Conrad  Family  and  further  details  regarding  my  mother  are  to  bo 
found  in  it.  I  would  like,  however,  to  say  hero  that  she  was  exceptionally 
fine  as  a  minister’s  wife  and  a  great  help  to  my  father.  She  also  was  wonder¬ 
ful  as  a  mother,  bringing  us  up  in  the  way  we  should  go  and  giving  us  her  all 
in  love  and  devotion  and  sacrifice.

She  did  the  best  she 
could  but  it  was  not  a  happy  experience  for  Brooke.  Gladys  had  two  children 
by  a  previous  marriage.  Brooke  adopted  them  and  loved  them  as  his  own.  They 
of  course  bear  the  name  Appleby  and  are  proud  to  bear  it  for  they  loved  Brooke 
as  he  loved  them.  Gladys  and  Brooke  had  one  son  of  their  own^  Brooke  D*  It 
was  a  happy  family  and  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  know  that  Brooke  finally  found 
such  happiness  even  though  it  was  short-lived.  Gladys  and  the  children  still 
live  in  Anderson  on  Van  Buskirk  Road.  In  October  1947  and  again  in  1949  I  had 
visits  with  them  whioh  meant  much  to  me.  Nowhere  among  the  Indiana  relatives 
do  I  receive  a  warmer  welcoihe.

He,  like  so  many  of  his  family,  was  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Northwest  Indiana  Conference,  and  served  large 
and  important  churches.  He  was  pastor  at  North  Indianapolis,  Hammond,  Val¬ 
paraiso,  First  Church  South  Bend,  Brazil,  First  Church  Crawfordsville,  and  for 
six  years  was  Superintendent  of  the  South  Bend  District.  For  some  time  before 
his  death,  ho  had  been  ill  and  unable  to  carry  on  his  work.  He  was  planning 
to  go  to  Conference  in  October  1928  to  ask  for  retirement.  But  death  came  on 
the  eve  of  the  Conference  session.  To  quote  from  one  of  the  many  articles 
written  about  him  at  the  time,  all  in  the  Appleby- Sheri dan  Scrapbook:  "He, 
a  noble,  courageous  soul,  a  brother  beloved,  a  preacher  of  power,  has  received 
during  this  Conference  session  his  final  appointment  and  serves  in  the  Court 
of  Heaven" • 

To  me,  he  was  a  second  father  and  his  home  was  always  home  to  me.  I  often 
spent  weeks  at  a  time,  and  even  months,  in  his  home.  He  helped  me  in  count¬ 
less  ways  and  loved  me  almost  as  much  as  he  did  his  own  children.  I  owe 
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much  to  him  and  his  wife,  Aunt  Tillie,  more  than  I  ever  could  find  words  to 
express.  Many  are  the  memories  of  them  both,  some  that  bring  smiles  and  some 
that  bring  tears.  Kis  children  likewise  are  very  dear  to  me.  I  knew  them 
all  well  as  babies  and  little  children,  and  have  kept  in  close  touch  with 
with  them  through  the  years . 

On  January  9,  1900,  he  married  Clara  Matilda  Bleuler  (Aunt  Tillie)  at  her  home 
in  Jacksonville,  Ill.  She  was  born  there  on  September  7,  1866  and  ho  met  her 
when  he  taught  there  in  the  State  School  for  the  Deaf.
